The  birth  rate  of  11*8  shows  a  further  fall  when  conpared  with  the 
rates  of  13*4  and  15*5  in  1949  and  1948  respectively o  In  England  and  Vifeiles 
as  a  whole  the  rate  fell  from  16»7  in  1949  to  15*0  in  1950o 

2.  DEATHS? 

The  crude  death  rate  of  12*8  conpares  not  unfavourably  with  a  rate 
of  11 .6  for  England  and  V/alcs  as  a  whole,  and  shows  a  considerable  fcxll  fron 
last  ycar*s  figure  of  15 #40 

The  corrected  death  rate,  obtained  by  using  the  area  conparability 
factor  was  13«49«  This  factor  is  now  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
pernits  a  comparison  to  be  made  betY/ecn  populations  which  vary  in  their 
constitution  according  to  age  and  sox,  and  in  which  birth  and  death  rates  are 
not  otherwise  strictly  comparable.

1 .  GENERAL  ? 


The  home  nursing,  nidmfery,  health  visiting,  ambulance,  home  help 
and  mental  health  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  dealt  with 
in  the  Appendix.  Reference  will  also  be  found  there  to  staff  and  clinic 
arrangements,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  the  prevention  of  illness,  the 
school  health  service,  and  the  welfare  services  provided  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act. 


2.  LABORATORY  SERVICiJS: 


The  Medical  Res  oar ch  Council’s  laboratories  at  Bradford 
and  Wakefield  are  available  for  the  exanination  of  water,  nilk,  ice  crean 
and  a  variety  of  pathological  specinens*  They  provide  an  excellent  service! 
and  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  directors  is  greatly  appreciated. 

3.  HOSPITiiL  SBRVICSSs 

There  have  been  no  niajor  alterations  in  the  general 
arrangements  since  the  hospitals  v/oro  taken  over  by  the  Leeds  Regiona.1 
Hospital  Board  on  5th  July,  1940#,  but  an  improved  range  of  consultant 
services  has  been  provided  at  the  Keighley  and  Skipton  hospitals  during  thci 
year.  Gases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Morton  Banks  Hospital 
or  the  Bradford  Fever  Hospital,  and  mternity  cases  to  either  St#  John’s 
Hospital  at  Keighley  or  the  Cawder  Ghyll  Maternity  Hospital  at  Skipton# 

4.  BLIND  PERSONS? 

There  arc  two  blind  persons  registered  in  the  district# 
Supervision  is  given  by  the  Blind  Persons  Teacher  employed  by  the  County 
Council,  and  specialist  examinations  are  carried  out  periodically  by  an 
ophthalmologist  # 

5 .  VfciTBR  SUPPLIES; 

The  follovang  information  has  been  kindly  supplied  by 
Mr.  Wade,  the  Surveyor  and  I’l^ter  Engineer i- 

(i)  The  source  of  supply  is  the  Silsden  Reservoir  o?med  by  the  Bradford  ' 
Corporation,  and  if  this  is  insufficient  an  unlimited  supply  may 

be  drawn  by  agreement  vdth  Bradford  Corporation  from  their  Bo-rden 
Conduit  • 

The  water  is  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  followed  by 
chlorination  at  the  Council’s  waterworks  before  passing  to  the 
consumer • 

No  shortage  of  water  was  experienced  during  the  year,  as  the  summer 
months  were  very  wet,  and  the  drought  of  1949  was  not  repeated. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  ii^wter  before  treatment  was 
undertaken  on  seven  occasions,  the  results  being  unsatisfactory  in 
all  cases.  Bight  samples  were  examined  after  filtration  and 
chlorination  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  after 
treatment  showed  a  ^/ater  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  on  two 
occasions .

FOOD  HYGIBNN: 

Although  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  the  district 
during  the  year,  this  type  of  illness  is  still  very  prevalent  throughout  the 
country,  and  it  has  recently  been  estimated  that  in  1949  well  over  11,000 
people  wore  affected  by  what  is  an  entirely  preventable  disease®  Investigat¬ 
ions  show  that  the  greatest  danger  lies  in  processed,  made-up  and  re-heated  ‘ 
meat  dishes  (ioO®,  cold  neats,  stev/s,  pies,  brawn,  sausage,  tongue,  gravy 
etc)®,  which  become  contaminated  with  disease  producing  bacteria  during 
preparation  or  use,  and  when  kept  provide  an  excellent  medium  for  the  germs 
to  multiply  upon  and  produce  their  toxins  (poisons)®  If  such  foods  were 
cocked  and  eaten  the  sane  da,y,  or  if  that  is  not  practico,ble,  cooled  rapidly 
after  cooking  and  refrigerated  wherever  possible,  there  would  be  an  imimedia.te 
and  substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases® 

Other  articles  of  food  Y/hich  o.re  easily  contaminated  o,nd  commonly 
cause  poisoning  are  shell-fish  and  processed  fish,  duck  eggs,  trifle,  Ice 
cream  and  cream  buns o 


The  danger  of  cont reacting  food  poisoning  in  a  canteen,  restaurant 
or  hotel  should  also  be  appreciated |  for  one  act  of  carelessness  in  the 
preparation  or  handling  of  food  there  iae.y  result  in  a  la.rgc  number  of  ^meople 
becoming  ill®

4.  L/iE/^SLES } 


An  epidemic  of  measles  ran  concurrently  Y/ith  v/’hooping-cough .  There 
were  ninety  one  cases  a.ltogcthcrj  of  Y/hich  seventy  five  occurred  in  iVlay  and 
June  • 

In  1949  there  v/ere  but  five  ce.sc3,  so  this  outbreak  in  1950  was  to 
be  expected. 

5 .  DYSENTERY i 

Only  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  the  infection  being 
contracted  outside  the  district. 

In  view  of  the  high  incidence  in  the  country  generally,  other  co.scs 
might  have  been  expected  |  but  they  may  hQ.vc  been  mild  and  passed  without 
notifi cation . 

6 .  POLIOMYELITIS g 

The  district  was  fortunate  in  escaping  this  year’s  epidemic,  and  only 
one  case  was  notified.  The  child  affected  was  gravely  ill  but  made  a  remarkable 
recovery. 

7o  TUBERCULOSIS s

There  were  four  notifications  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  all 
males.  There  were  three  deaths  from  this  disease  giving  a  death  rate  of  .507 
compared  with  .036  for  England  and  Wales. 

Reference  wo.s  made  in  the  report  for  1949  to  the  difficulty  in  securing 
hospital  beds  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  tuberculosis#  This  has  been  some¬ 
what  less  in  this  area,  and  the  tine  elapsing  between  notification  ajid  admission 
of  cases  appears  to  be  shorter  than  in  many  other  parts  of  the  country.  Sven  so, 
the  position  is  still  unso.tisfactory ,  pp,rt icularly  in  rcge.rd  to  accommodation  for 

advanced  cases  »

fight  against  tuberculosis,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  West  Riding  Unit  will  pay 
a  return  visit  to  Silsden  in  1951©

There  are  no  public  or  privately  ov/ned  swimming  baths  in  the  district* 
Facilities  for  this  pastime  exist  in  most  of  the  neighbouring  districts  but 
in  spite  of  this,  during  the  summer  months,  there  is  a  tendency  for  the 
juvenile  members  of  the  community  to  swim  in  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal 
which  passes  through  the  district. 

DRAINAGE^  SETORAGE  AND  SBWAGE_D_ISPQSAL . 

The  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  town  is  sewered  on  the  dual  system, 
convenient  water  courses  and  streams  being  used  for  the  disposal  of  surface 
v;ater*  The  foul  semge  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Keighley  Road  by  means  of  settling  tanks  and  percolating  filters,  sev/crage 
and  sewage  disposal  are  under  the  supervision  of  this  department  although  some 
surface  water  sewers,  particularly  road  drainage  is  dealt  with  by  the  Highways 
Department • 

No  major  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  has  been  carried  out  during  the 
year  although  the  scheme  outlined  belov/  is  under  consideration* 

Although  every  care  is  taken  to  prevent  surface  water  from  gaining 
access  to  the  foul  sewers,  a  great  deal  of  storm  vtater  is  delivered  at  the 
disposal  works  thus  giving  rise  to  serious  difficulties  particularly  when 
rainfall  is  high  over  long  periods*  Ov/’ing  to  the  exceptional  rainfall  during 
the  period  under  reviev/  those  difficulties  have  persisted,  land  beds  have  been 
flooded  continuously,  and  it  has  been  impossible  to  maintain  the  land  resting 
sequence • 

The  average  daily  dry  weather  flow  for  the  period  was  in  the  region  of 
340,000  gallons  which  was  made  up  of  about  240,000  gallons  of  domestic  sewage  and 
100,000  gallons  of  trade  effluent,  the  bulk  of  this  trade  effluent  v/as  from 
the  v/orks  of  the  Silsden  Dyeing  Co.  (1915)  Ltd*  As  previously  stated  treatment 
is  by  means  of  settlement  tanks  and  percolating  filters,  sufficient  filter 
capacity  is  available  to  deal  with  some  235,000  gallons  daily  and  previous 
practice  has  been  to  treat  the  remaining  100,000  gallons  or  so  on  the  land  beds. 
Two  years  ago  a  scheme  was  carried  out  to  treat  this  surplus  sewage  by  means 
of  pumping  on  to  specially  prepared  beds  on  the  surface  of  the  nearby  ashes  tip* 
This  scheme  proved  to  be  most  successful  and  during  the  year  further  beds  were 
prepared  and  brought  into  use*  This  method  has  greatly  facilitated  treatment 
of  the  normal  flow  of  sewage  and  an  ample  number  of  beds  are  availa.blc,  but 
the  limiting  factor  is  pumping  equipment,  particularly  as  the  power  for  this

purpose  is  supplied  by  gas  engines  which  cannot  be  operated  automatically 
without  supervision,  pumping  must,  therefore  be  restricted  to  normal  working 
hours o  Some  preliminary  discussion  has  been  held  with  a  view  to  providing 
alternative  sources  of  power® 

During  the  year  consideration  v;as  given  to  the  question  of  a  more 
satisfactory  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  outlying  hamlet  of  Brunthv/ait e,  a 
scheme  for  a  small  scale  disposal  plant  ?;as  prepared  and  the  estimated  cost 
calculated*  A  further  scheme  v/as  prepared  for  the  extension  of  the  existing 
sewer  to  the  hamlet  in  such  a  manner  as  to  open  the  maximum  possible  land  for 
future  development*  It  v/as  decided  that  although  the  estimated  initial  cost 
of  the  latter  scheme  \'vas  almost  four  times  that  of  the  former,  the  ultimate  cost, 
taking  into  account  running  expenses  and  maintenance,  would  be  roughly  equal* 

In  viev/  of  this,  therefore,  together  v/ith  the  possibility  of  future 
development  in  the  district,  it  ?/as  decided  to  proceed  with  the  sev/er  extension 
scheme  and  detailed  plans  are  now  under  preparation®

Little  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  replacement 
of  ash  pits  vdth  dust  bins.  It  is  estimated  that  120-  structures  of  this  nature 
are  in  daily  use,  and  no  doubt  legal  action  will  be  required  to  effect  total 
abolition  of  ash  pits  in  the  district  •  Ovi/ing  to  conflicting  opinion  given 
throughout  the  country  as  a  result  of  legal  action  on  this  subjects,  the  Council 
are  hesitant  in  resorting  to  this  course  pending  further  legislation® 


The  folloviTing  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year 
under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

5  vi/aste  v^t er  closets  have  been  reconstructed  as  Yi/.C*s® 

38  V\f.C*s  were  provided  in  now  houses. 

2  additional  Yif®G*3  ?/ere  provided  in  existing  houses. 

10  premises  were  provided  with  regulation  dust  bins  in  lieu  of 

insanitary  ash  pits. 

The  conversion  rate  of  WoYdC's  to  Y/.C’s  is  very  low,  and  some  400  of 
these  inso.nitary  appliances  remain  in  use  throughout  the  district.  As  most  of 
the  property  v/here  Y/.W.C’s  exist  is  tenanted  it  seems  unlikely  that  any  real 
progress  irill  be  made  in  this  direction,  particularly  when  the  present  high 
cost  of  the  ¥/ork  is  considered  in  the  light  of  the  comparatively  low  rent  incomes.

There  are  1815  occupied  houses  in  the  district  including  19 
new  houses  first  occupied  during  the  year. 

The  second  scheme  of  20  novf  Council  Houses  i^s  alinost  completed 
during  the  year  and  a  further  scheme  for  20  on  the  same  site  is  now  in 
progress . 


One  private  enterprise  house  was  completed  and  occupied  during 
the  year  and  a  further  4  houses  are  under  construction. 

26  families  have  been  re-housed  in  new  and  existing  Council 
houses,  and  an  inprovement  in  the  distribution  of  housing  accoi^odation  has 
been  made  by  allowing  small  faimilies  occupying  Councrl  houses  to  .move  to 
vacant  Council  flats,  thus  enabling  larger  families  to  be  re-housed. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  houses  ovmed 
the  Council  we.s  219  of  which  168  were  mintained  and  repaired  by  the  staff 
of  this  Department. 

in  spite  of  present  day  shortages  of  building  materials  and 
labour,  and  the  high  cost  of  nff-intonance  of  house  property,  no  serious 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  the  maintenance  of  houses  other 


HOUSING  -  continued 


than  Council  houses.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of 
ov/ner-occupied  houses  to  tenanted  houses  is  rather  higher  in  the  district  than 
is  usual  throughout  the  County.  The  present  systen  of  rent  control  contributes 
in  some  measure  to  this  high  proportion,  as  very  fevv  houses  vacated  by 
tenants  are  offered  for  re-letting,  in  most  cases  the  owner  takes  advantage 
of  the  current  high  value  of  dwelling  houses  to  effect  a  speedy  sale  to  would-be 
owner  occupiers. 

2 .  Overcrowding . 

18  new  Council  houses  and  1  private  enterprise  house  have  been 
constructed  and  occupied  during  the  year  and  these,  together  v/ith  vacancies 
in  existing  properties,  have  enabled  the  Council  to  re-house  26  families. 

During  the  course  of  inspection  of  dwelling  houses  in  connection 
with  housing  o-pplications  fev/  cases  of  legal  overcrowding  came  to  light,  3 
such  cases  v/ere  discovered  during  the  period,  all  of  which  were  re-housed, 
yet  this  is  the  reason  most  frequently  advanced  in  applications  for  re-housing. 
Overcrowding  of  bedroom  accommodation  is  much  more  common  and  every  indication 
is  that  the  existing  legal  standard  is  much  too  lenient# 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  however,  that  a  stage  is  now  being 
reached  where  the  more  serious  cases  of  gross  overcrowding  have  been  dealt 
with  and  in  future  more  difficulty  will  be  experienced  in  choosing  the  most 
deserving  cases.  It  is  possible  that  the  Council’s  existing  points  system 
will  require  some  extension  in  order  to  assist  in  this  direction,  and  it  has 
been  suggested  that  future  policy  will  be  directed  toward  the  re-housing  of 
young  married  couples  wdth  one,  or  possibly  tv/o  children  who  have  had  to  seek 
accommodation  vdth  parents-in-law  since  the  time  of  their  marriage.  Many  such 
applications  are  on  the  Council’s  list,  although  often  no  serious  overcrowding 
is  apparent . 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  204  applications  in 
hand,  26  families  have  been  re-housed  during  the  year  and  48  new  applications 
received,  so  that  226  cases  are  still  out sta.n ding,  22  more  than  existed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  period. 

Although  the  length  of  time  an  application  has  been  on  the 
Council’s  list  is  not  in  itself  a  material  consideration,  it  v/as  felt  there 
was  a  possibility  of  new  cases  receiving  special  consideration  over  long 
standing  applications#  In  order  to  discourage  applicants  from  creating 
deliberate  overcrowding  with  a  view  to  speedy  re-housing,  it  v/as  decided  that 
a  waiting  period  of  one  year  must  elapse  before  applications  become  eligible 
for  consideration.  This  policy  was  implemented  and,  so  far  as  is  known,  has 
operated  without  causing  undue  hardship.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION . 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year,  although 
7  smoke  observations  have  been  carried  out.  In  2  cases  oxbossive  emission  of  black 
smoke  was  observed  and  caution  issued. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 
were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  Mirch  31st,  1950.,  and  cane  into 
force  throughout  the  district  on  the  1st  May,  1950.  A  copy  of  these  byelaws, 
together  with  an  appropriate  leaflet  were  distributed  throughout  the  food 
trades  in  the  town.  Inspection  of  premises  was  carried  out  regularly 
throughout  the  year,  and  apart  from  isolated  cases  a  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  was  maintained. 

There  are  14  premises  in  the  district  registered  under 
Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.,  for  the  manufacture,  sale  and 
storage  of  ice  cream,  although  only  one  of  these  premises  actually  produces 
ice  cream.  This  factory,  however,  has  a  comparatively  large  output  which  is 
retailed  not  only  throughout  this  district  but  in  many  of  the  neighbouring 
districts.  A  very  close  supervision  has  been  maintained  over  the  methods  of 
production  and  the  record  of  samples  taken  was  consistently  good.  Modern 
methods  and  n-achinery  are  employed,  and  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  demand 
for  wrapped  ice  cream  several  types  of  plant  have  been  tested.  Unfortunately, 
large  scale  wrapping  plant  takes  up  considerable  floor  space  and  for  this 
reason  a  plan  was  approved  for  the  erection  of  an  extension  to  the  factory. 

However,  completion  of  the  scheme  has  not  yet  been  possible  owing  to  the 
inability  to  obtain  the  necessary  building  licence. 

Afethods  of  distribution  of  ice  cream  have  improved  considerably 
during  the  year  as  a  fully  insulated  and  refrigerated  van  has  been  put  into 
service.  During  peak  demand  times,  however,  it  is  still  necessary  to  pay 
close  attention  to  this  matter  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the 
Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations  are  met.

In  addition,  T gT #  Fa.steurised  and  Pasteurised  milk  in  bottles 
is  available  from  a  nearby  dairy  and  all  the  dealers  ^vithin  the  district  draw 

on  this  supply  when  necessary*  The  quantity  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  consumed 

in  the  district  is  increasing  rapidly,  and  one  producer-retailer  has  changed" 
to  T*Tg  bottled  milk  during  the  year* 

Binca  the  commencement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  iiagulations ,  1949* 
only  two  dairies  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Authority  and  these  have 
been  regularly  visited  and  are  satisfactory* 

After  rather  more  than  a  year  of  the  new  Milk  and  Dairies 

administration  there  has  been  an  opportunity  of  forming  an  opinion  of  the 

effeciency  of  the  new  service,  and  it  virould  appear  that  for  the  time  being 
routine  inspection  of  cov/sheds,  as  previously  carried  out,  has  been  largely 
discontinued*  In  addition,  the  machinery  for  dealing  with  cases  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  retail  milk  samples  is  somewhat  clumsy  and  protracted*  u'hen  these  cases 
occur  it  is  now  necessary  to  notify  the  appropriate  officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  v/ho  prssurrjably  arranges  for  the  promises  of  the 
offending  producer  to  be  visited*  Ko  information  concerning  these  visits  is 
Tn3.de  available  to  the  Local  Authority  v;ho,  although  no  longer  concerned  with 
production  methods,  are  nevertheless  vitally  interested  in  the  quality  of  the 
milk  retailed  throughout  their  district*

A  part  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  on  this  work  and 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  methods  only  are  used*  6  major  infestations  have  been 
treated  on  24  occasions  during  the  year,  in  addition,  minor  infestations  have 
received  treatment*  A  10%  test  baiting  of  the  sewerage  system  v/as  carried  out 
in  July,  and  the  necessary  follow  up  treatment  com.plsted  in  August  * 

AS  previously  reported  henpens  and  piggeries  continue  to  be  a 
prolific  source  of  infestation  and  the  new  provisions  in  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  are  to  be  v/el corned  for  this  reason*  The  administrative 
difficulties  in  carrying  out  a  treatment  of  a  group  of  henruns  and  piggeries, 
previously  severe,  are  now  much  more  simple,  as  after  service  of  the  necessary 
notices  the  Local  Authority  can  enter  and  carry  out  the  work  and  recover  the 
cost  from  individual  occupiers  at  a  later  date* 

Nevertheless  these  treatments  require  careful  planning  to  avoid 
loss  of  stock,  v/here  necessary  arrangements  for  access  must  be  made  and  numerous 
bait  containers  laid*  It  is  found  that  occupiers  are  reluctant  to  leave  their 
pens  unlocked  for  the  period  of  the  tre^-^tment  with  the  result  that  numerous  keys 
must  be  collected  on  treatment  days*  It  has  been  the  practice  in  this  district 
to  obtain  prior  signature  to  a  contract  v/hich  absolves  the  Council  from  any  claim 
for  damages  arising  from  loss  of  stock  as  a  result  of  baiting*  This  provision 
seems  to  be  a  necessary  safeguard  and  yet  somev/hat  difficult  to  fit  in  with  the 
procedure  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  rict ,  1949  outlined  above*

RjH^FUSi;  CCLLNCTION  aND  DIbPObAL* 

This  service  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  is  responsible  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage,  the 
Highways  Department  being  responsible  for  street  cleansing,  gritting  and  snov/ 
clearing  * 

One  7  cubic  yard  collection  vehicle  v;as  employed  on  this  work, 
together  with  3  scavengers  and  a  foreman  driver*  Additional  labour  and  transport 
v/ere  employed  when  necessary  on  an  hourly  basis.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
staff,  one  man  employed  part  time  on  ivaste  paper  baling. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  bulk  of  the  refuse  requiring 
removal  is  gradually  increasing.  This  may  be  due  in  some  measure  to  the 
dis continuation  of  the  points  rationing  system  v/hich  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  the  consequent  increase  in  the  number  of  tins  placed  in  the  refuse  bins. 
Generally,  the  collection  was  maintained  at  a  fortnightly  interval  throughout 
the  year  and  additional  labour  was  transferred  to  the  work  for  this  purpose.

This  service  has  proved  to  be  a  financial  loss  and  a  hindrance  to  the  normal 
scavenging  service,  and  complaints  regarding  siting  and  misuss  of  communal  bins 
were  numerous.

ANTE- NATAL  HOSTEL. 

The  County  Council's  hostel  at  Brighouse  has  been  available  for 
ectant  mothers  requiring  rest  rather  than  special  forms  of  treatment,  but  few 
ients  have  been  admitted  from  the  Division.  This  is  probably  due  to  a  combination 
circumstamces ^  disinclination  to  leave  home  and  family  when  not  acutely  ill, 
tance  from  home,  and  the  fact  that  in  eont ra-distinction  to  the  hospital  service, 
idence  therein  is  not  entirely  free  of  cost.

iAPJ)  OF  PKBMATUPi)  INFANTS  - 

A  premature  infant  is  defined  as  one  weighing  lbs 
or  less  at  birth,  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation.  Such  infants 
born  in  hospital  or  maternity  heme  are  cared  for  there,  and  others  born  in 
unsuitable  homes  may  be  transferred*  Special  equipment,  clothing,  oxygen 
etc*,  is,  however,  kept  in  the  Division  for  treating  premature  babies  in 
tboir  own  homes  and  conveyed  by  ambulance  on  the  midwife's  request*  This 
equipment  ms  used  on  two  occasions  during  the  year. 

DAY  NURSERIES* 


This  service  provides  for  the  care  of  the  young  child  whose 
mother  is  ill;  the  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  goes  out  to  work;  the 
children  of  parents  living  in  conditions  likely  to  be  injurious  to  their 
health;  the  child  of  a  widov/  who  has  to  work  to  keep  her  family;  and  the 
children  of  mothers  engaged  in  essential  industry* 

The  Earby  Day  Nursery  which  has  40  places  and  a  waiting  list, 
has  been  open  throughout  the  year*  Training  for  the  syllabus  of  the 
National  Nursing  Examination  Board  has  been  undertaken  there* 

Construction  of  the  long  awaited  day  nursery  in  Barnoldsvdck  v/as 
started  towards  the  end  of  the  year* 

No  night  accommodation  is  available  within  the  Division.

The  supervision  of  nurseries  and  homes  where  daily  minders  reoei

7.  HOME  MRS  IMG. 

It  is  the  County  Council’s  responsibility  for  securing  the 
attendance  of  nurses  on  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes. 

This  has  been  done  by  the  provision  of  five  whole-time  nurses,  and  of  nine 
who  combine  home  nursing  with  midwifery.  An  efficient  service  has  thus  been 
provided  throughout  the  Division,  and  an  improved  system  for  off  duty  and  holiday 
relief  has  recently  been  introduced.  This  is  necessary  as  the  calls  on  the  home 
nursing  service  are  very  heavy  in  some  places,  varying  inversely  with  availability 
of  hospital  beds . 


A  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  home  nurses  is  as  follows

B  .  VACCINATION  AND  IMvIUNISATION. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  Local  Health 
Authority  has  a  statutory  duty  to  make  arrangements  for  persons  in  its  area  to 
be  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  immunised  against  diphtheria.  Both  procedures 
are  now  voluntary  and  therein  lies  a  danger^  fpr  in  the  present  relative  freedom 
from  outbreaks  of  smallpox,  and  a  diphtheria  incidence  and  death  rate  greatly 
reduced  in  the  past  decade,  there  is  a  natural  tendency  to  forget  that  these 
results  have  been  achieved  almost  entirely  by  vaccination  and  immunisation,  and 
that  these  procedures  must  be  continued  if  the  position  is  to  be  maintained.

Until  it  is,  propaganda  by 
ovory  availabla  method  must  bo  maintained*  ' 

Lymph  for  vaccination  is  available  free  of  charge  from 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  diphtheria  prophylactics  from  the  Health  Office* 
Whooping  Cough  vaccine  is  not  issued  through  the  Health  Office^  for  the  results 
of  tha  Medical  Research  Council’s  trials  aro  not  yet  available,  and  its  efficiency 
is  as  yet  unproven.

of  defectives,  but  some  of  this  work  has  been  undertaken  by  a  Home  Teacher, 

As  yet,  there  is  no  Occupation  Centre  in  the  area  to  undertake  this  work,  and 
to  which  suitable  defectives  could  be  taken  each  day. 


The  difficulty  in  securing  accommodation  for  mental  defectives 
in  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  persists,  but 
as  the  worst  of  our  cases  were  eventually  admitted  during  the  year,  the  pro  em 
has  become  loss  acute,  for  the  time  being  at  any  rate*

11.  HOMS  HELP  SBRViaSt 

The  object  of  this  service  is  to  provide  assistance  for  the  ill, 
the  lying-ini  expectant  mothers,  the  mentally  defective,  the  aged,  and  for 
children  of  school  age  usually  when  the  mother  is  in  hospital.  Its  scope  is 
therefore  enormous,  and  when  this  is  coupled  with  a  shortage  of  hospital 
accommodation  it  will  be  appreciated  that  it  is  rarely  possible  to  satisfy  all 
the  demands  which  are  now  made  on  the  service,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
divisional  allocation  of  home  helps  was  increased  from  eleven  to  seventeen 
during  the  year*  Although  it  is  not  a  free  service,  the  scale  which  is  operated 
for  the  recovery  of  fees  is  generous. 

Difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  obtaining  the  most 
suitable  staff,  and  this  is  likely  to  continue  while  full  employment  is  availabl( 
in  more  attractive  occupations  and  trades. 

In  very  rural  areas,  there  is  nearly  alv/ays  difficulty  in 
providing  home  helps,  for  most  country  women  are  fully  occupied  with  their  own 
work,  and  a  natural  disinclination  combined  often  witk  travelling  difficulties 
make  it  almost  impossible  to  arrange  for  help  to  be  sent  from  the  nearest  town.

The  opinion  expressed  last  year  that  there  is  a  need  for  a 
.limited  number  of  v/hole  time  salaried  home  helps  is  still  held  in  this  Division. 

■  Such  helps  could  be  directed  to  homes  (particularly  those  of  the  aged  and  semi¬ 
invalid)  ,  as  the  occasion  arises,  and  do  as  much  or  as  little  work  as  the 
circumstances  indicated.  At  best  this  might  be  little  more  than  a  routine  visits 
at  worst  almost  a  full  time  job.  Their  employment  would  go  far  toward  easing 
the  burdens  of  such  people,  and  reduce  the  time  taken  up  by  supervision  and 
[administration  under  the  existing  organisation. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  AND  AFTER  CARE. 

This  is  a  matter  which  has  for  a  very  long  time  been  the 
concern  of  all  health  authorities,  and  now  that  it  is  their  statutory  duty  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  they  are  in  the  process  of  expanding  their  work  to 
cover  a  wide  field  which  will  eventually  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  community. 

During  the  year,  each  home  nurse  has  been  provided  with  sick 
room  equipment  for  issue  on  loan  to  their  patients i  crutches,  special  bods,  invalid 
chairs  etc.,  have  also  been  supplied  to  those  in  need. 

-Convalescent  Home  treatment  has  been  provided  for  varying 
periods  for  patients  recommended  by  their  medical  practitioners,  and  extra  milk 
supplied  to  certain  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  . 

Assistance  has  been  given,  and  a  close  liaison  maintained  with 
the  hospitals,  the  Chest  Physician,  N#S«P*G.C.  Inspector,  Probation  Officer,  Area 
ViTelfare  Officer,  National  Assistance  Board,  Blind  Persons  Teacher  and  the  Disable¬ 
ment  Rehabilitation  Officer  where  joint  action  was  indicated. 

The  dissemination  of  information  on  the  prevention  of  illness 
is  regarded  as  the  responsibility  of  all  members  of  the  staffs  and  leaflets,  posters 
display  sets  etc.,  have  been  provided  to  assist  them  in  this  work.  The  personal 
approach  is  probably  the  best  method  of  promoting  health  education,  although  other 
methods  will  be  used  when  time  and  staff  permit. 


FREVBNTIQN  OF  ILLNESS  AND  AFTER  CARE*-  continued 


This  section  of  the  report  is  an  appropriate  one  in 
which  to  refer  to  the  care  of  old  people,  for  we  are  an  ageing  nation,  and 
their  welfare  is  of  increasing  importance « 

If  this  trend  continues,  many  current  ideas  and 
conceptions  must  change,  particularly  those  associated  with  retirement,  for 
quite  apart  from  the  question  of  national  economics,  there  is  an  increasing 
realisation  that  most  people  are  far  happier  and  live  longer  when  they  feel 
that  they  are  doing  a  useful  job  of  work,  provided  it  is  within  their  physical 
and  mental  capabilities » 

Unfortunately,  whilst  people  are  living  longer,  there  is 
a  tendenc-y  to  accept  family  responsibilities  less  readily  than  in  the  past,  and 
the  housing  shortage  accentuates  the  difficulties  which  often  arise  when 
different  generations  are  compelled  to  share  limited  accommodation*  The  lot 
of  many  aged  people  is  therefore  not  a  happy  one# 

"  .  Efforts  to  improve  it  are  being  .made,  and  during  the 

year,  a  number  of  committees  were  formed  in  the  Division  which  are  exploring 
the  ways  and  means  by  which  assistance  suitable  to  each  individual  case  can 
be  given#  The  Old  Folks  Rest  Centre  in  Skipton  is  an  outstanding  example  of 
what  can  be  done  # 

Two  homes  for  aged  people  are  located  in  the  Division, 
Farfield  Hall,  near  Addingham,  and  The  Shroggs  at  Steetonj  but  the  provision 
of  such  accommodation  can  never  be  the  solution  to  this  great  problem,  and  it 
is  now  recognised  that  old  people  are  usually  far  happier  if  they  can  stay  in 
their  own  homes,  and  their  maintenance  there  is  much  less  expensive  than  in  a 
hostel  or  hospital* 

13.'  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  *'where  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  a  county  district  certifies  that  a  person  io  suffering 
from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically  handicapped, 
is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  unable  to  devote  to  himself  and 
is  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  county 
district  council  may  apply  to  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  an  order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  and  be  maintained  there”# 
During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  take  action  under  this  section  on  two 
occasions,  but  only  after  /ery  careful  consideration  and  the  failure  of  all 
other  methods  of  approach#
